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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance is that JP 2000103022 A teaches that the first resin layer 2A 
should have more resin content relative to the filler than the second resin layer 2B which 
should have more filler relative to the resin, which is the opposite of the instant invention 
which requires that the content ratio of the filler in the second intermediate resin layer 
with respect to the resin ingredient of the second intermediate resin layer is smaller than 
a content ratio of the filler in the first intermediate resin layer with respect to the resin 
ingredient of the first intermediate layer. See paragraph 0046 of the machine translation 
of JP '022 as well as the example at paragraph 0055 which has the filler amount in layer 
2A of 50% of the weight and the filler amount in layer 2B of 60% of the weight. There is 
nothing on the record which would have made it obvious to have employed a higher 
amount of filler in the first intermediate layer than in the second intermediate resin layer 
since JP '022 teaches the opposite configuration.
